November  1, 1996.  "This  has  been  in  the  works  for  the  last  three  or 
four  years,  but  now  we  need  to  come  up  with  a  written  plan  by 
August  31,"  Chief  Scott  said.  "We've  got  eight  people  in  the 
department  now  who  would  be  required  to  participate  in  the  program 
...  which  consists  of  physical  and  agility  tests." 

The  16-week  program  would  culminate  with  a  two-day  test  in 
Brockton  —  one  day  for  physical  and  one  day  to  test  the  person's 
agility  through  a  series  of  challenges  not  unlike  an  obstacle  course. 
"People  who  were  hired  prior  to  1996  can  participate  in  the  program 
if  they  want,"  Chief  Scott  said.  "If  not,  they  must  sign  a  waiver.  It  will 
cost  (the  town)  about  $250  to  $500  per  person." 

Though  Chief  Scott  said  there  isn't  a  set  time  frame  within  which 
the  town  needs  to  comply  with  the  state  requirements,  this  is 
something  they  should  begin  working  on  as  soon  as  possible,  since 
the  deadline  for  compliance  was  November  1, 1996.  "Most  call  Fire 
Departments  in  the  state  haven't  yet  complied,"  he  said.  "It's  tough  to 
have  part-time  call  firefighters  commit  16  weeks  of  time  to  participate 
in  the  program  ...  and  take  two  days  out  of  work  for  the  tests." 

Chairman  Lambalot  said  they'd  have  to  consult  with  the  Finance 
Committee  about  possibly  placing  an  article  on  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  warrant  in  the  fall  to  fund  the  participation  in  the  program 
for  the  eight  members  of  the  Mattapoisett  Fire  Department.  Chief 
Scott  said  they  also  might  be  able  to  do  cross-training  with  Fairhaven 
and  Rochester,  as  they  are  also  due  to  comply  with  the  mandate.  "The 
state  also  suggested  we  give  (the  program  details)  to  Town  Counsel 
for  review,"  Chief  Scott  said. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  Ruth  Bates  of  the  Mattapoisett 
Historical  Society  to  discuss  plans  for  "History  Days"  at  this  year's 
Harbor  Days  Festival  in  July.  Ms.  Bates  noted  that  it  has  been  40  years 
since  the  Mattapoisett  Historical  Society  began,  and  they've  been 
thinking  about  ways  to  increase  their  activity,  membership,  and 
visibility  in  the  community.  "We  thought  we  could  highlight  the 
history  of  the  town  at  Harbor  Days,"  she  said.  "We're  going  to  offer 
tours  during  the  weekend  with  exhibits  at  the  Mattapoisett  Museum 
and  Carriage  House.  We'd  also  like  to  'chalk  in'  footprints  which 
follow  the  route  of  the  historical  tours ...  so  people  can  follow  the  tour 
with  printed  brochures."

Grounds  on  Park  Street.  The  board  also  approved  a  temporary,  14-day 
trailer  permit  for  Patricia  and  David  Donovan  to  camp  at  1  Union 
Avenue  for  two  weeks  during  Labor  Day  weekend  in  August. 
Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the  board 
received: 

•  Letter  from  Robert  M.  Coquillette  of  Mattapoisett  regarding 
their  June  8  meeting  and  the  discussion  on  dog  owners  who  do  not 
abide  by  town  by-laws.  Mr.  Coquillette  cited  sections  of  the  town's 
"Dog  Licensing  and  Dog  Control"  law  (Article  XVII,  Sections  3  and  4) 
and  clearly  noted  that  the  law  can  be  enforced  as  written. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  the  question  isn't  that  'the  law  has  no  teeth,' 
but  rather  that  'the  town  has  no  will.'  If  the  Selectmen  feel  that  these 
laws  can't  be  enforced,  they  should  be  taken  off  the  books,"  Mr. 
Coquillette  wrote.  "I  don't  see  in  the  by-laws  that  only  the  dog  officer 
can  enforce  these  regulations.  Since  the  Dog  Officer  is  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen,  they  at  least  share  the  responsibility  for  enforcing  the 
by-law." 

Selectman  Bernier  agreed  with  Mr.  Coquillette's  assessment.  "I 
think  people  need  to  be  told  if  they're  violating  the  law,"  she  said. 
"Sometimes  they  need  to  be  shamed  into  it ...  we  pay  someone  to 
enforce  these  laws,  they  should  be  taken  seriously." 

Chairman  Lambalot  suggested  that  Town  Clerk  Lois  Ennis  look 
into  enforcement  of  the  existing  by-laws  and  agTeed  that  a  policy 
should  be  put  in  place  for  enforcement  which  would  be  passed  on  to 
the  Animal  Control  Officer.

"This  request  is  not  out  of  the  ordinary ...  other  ADA  committees  have 
their  own  phone  lines." 

But  both  Selectman  Denham  and  Chairman  Lambalot  weren't 
sure  a  separate  phone  line  was  needed  at  this  time.  "I'm  not 
convinced  that  a  separate  phone  line  is  necessary,"  Selectman 
Denham  said.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

June  22, 1998 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  June  22  at  7:12 
pm  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Naida  L.  Parker,  Executive  Secretary  Russell 
Dean,  and  Administrative  Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

The  board  had  previously  met  with  James 
Wassmouth  of  the  Rochester  Police  Brotherhood  in 
Executive  Session  to  discuss  pending  contract  issues. 

Returning  to  open  session,  the  board 
unanimously  voted  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  June  15 
meeting  and  also  agreed  to  hold  appointment  of 
Democratic  election  workers  until  the  list  of  Republican 
workers  had  been  submitted. 

Under  the  Executive  Secretary's  report,  Mr.  Dean 
updated  the  board  on  the  COPS  Fast  grant  which  the 
town  has  been  awarded.  Mr.  Dean  said  that  money  was 
appropriated  at  the  recent  Town  Meeting  to  allocate  a 
matching  amount  of  $3,725  for  the  grant,  which  Police 
Chief  Walter  Denham  had  said  would  be  used  to  either 
hire  a  patrolman  or  detective  position.  But  Finance 
Committee  (FinCom)  Chairman  Pat  Ryan  interjected, 
saying  that  under  the  current  contract  a  detective's  salary 
is  considerably  higher  than  that  of  a  patrolman  —  some 
10  percent  more. 

At  the  board's  request,  Mr.  Dean  said  he  would

check  with  Chief  Denham  as  to  how  the  grant  money 
would  be  used. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  opened  a  Public  Hearing  to 
discuss  proposed  changes  in  the  town's  current 
Ambulance  Fee  Schedule.  Present  for  the  hearing  were 
Fire  Chief  Scott  Ashworth  and  Billing  Clerk  Kelly  Hartley. 
Both  Chief  Ashworth  and  Ms.  Hartley  have  been 
researching  and  working  on  updating  the  ambulance  fees, 
since  many  of  the  insurance  companies  have  been  slow  in 
getting  payments  to  the  town.  Currently,  the  town  charges 
a  flat  $100  fee  for  each  ambulance  run  for  all  town 
residents. 

"We're  billing  all  ambulance  runs,  but  we're  not 
getting  paid,"  Ms.  Hartley  said.  "The  payments  (from 
insurance  companies)  are  coming  in  piecemeal.  Right 
now,  we're  really  not  getting  much  money." 

Another  problem  is  that  Medicare  will  only  pay 
80  percent  of  the  total  cost  for  ambulance  service,  often 
leaving  the  patient  responsible  for  the  remaining  20 
percent.  In  those  cases,  however,  the  town  will  often  grant 
a  waiver. 

Both  Chairman  Cutler  and  Selectman  Parker 
agreed  the  new  fee  schedule  would  help  the  town  "catch 
up"  on  their  billing,  but  were  concerned  that  town 
residents  might  burdened  with  the  additional  costs.  But 
Ms.  Hartley  noted  that  the  bulk  of  the  billing  is  covered 
by  Medicare  or  other  insurance  carriers.  And  when  a 
hardship  does  arise,  the  town  is  often  lenient  in  granting 
waivers.

The  board  agreed  to  invite  both  candidates  in  to 
meet  with  them  before  considering  their  appointments. 
They  will  most  likely  schedule  time  after  next  week's 
Special  Town  Meeting  (June  29)  at  8:30  pm. 

Conservation  Agent  Laurell  J.  Farinon  next  sent  a 
memo  to  the  board  advising  that  the  ConCom  learned  at 
its  recent  meeting  that  Frank  Winters  had  resigned  from 
the  Soil  Conservation  Board.  As  such,  the  ConCom  has 
recommended  the  appointment  of  Michael  Soares  to  serve 
as  the  representative  on  the  Soil  Conservation  Board  in 
Mr.  Winters'  place.  Since  the  Selectmen  have  yet  to  receive 
a  formal  resignation  letter  from  Mr.  Winters,  they  cannot 
act  on  the  appointment  at  this  time. 

Under  Old  Business,  Chairman  Cutler  noted  that 
many  town  departments  had  returned  surveys  regarding 
the  performance  of  Kopelman  and  Paige  as  Town 
Counsel.

20),  they  successfully  auctioned  off  four  of  the  five  parcels 
which  had  been  placed  under  a  Land  Auction  listing. 
Three  parcels  located  behind  Alley  Road  were  auctioned 
for  $115,000  and  another  parcel  on  Burgess  Avenue  went 
for  approximately  $5,000.

ATTACK  CAT 

My  one  year  old  cat  stalks  me  as  I  walk  around  the  house 
and  frequently  attacks  my  ankles.  He  doesn't  try  to  hurt  me 
but  how  can  I  get  him  to  stop  this  behavior? 
If  your  cat  is  an  exclusively  indoor  pet,  he  may  be  exhibiting  nor- 
mal huting  behavior.  Cats  are  natural  preditors  arid  your  cat  is 
simply  acting  instinctively.  Make  a  toy  out  of  a  ball  of  aluminum 
foil  on  a  string  tied  to  a  stick.  Try  to  get  the  cat  to  focus  on  hunt- 
ing something  other  than  your  ankles. 

I  have  dragged  a  string  on  the  floor  that  he  will  stalk,  but  it 
doesn't  seem  to  lessen  the  ankle  attacks.  Any  other  sugges- 
tions? 

First,  I'd  avoid  letting  your  cat  play  with  a  simple  piece  of  string. 
If  he  plays  with  string  when  you  are  not  present  and  swallows 
some,  it  may  require  intestinal  surgery  to  remove  it. 
If  your  cat  requires  more  play  time  tlian  you  can  provide,  consider 
adopting  a  kitten.  There  is  no  guarantee  that  they  will  get  along 
but  since  your  cat  is  still  young  he  will  probably  gladly  accept  a 
new  playmate.  Animal  Umbrella  in  Mattapoisett  and  Champs 
Shelter  in  Wareham  as  well  as  the  Animal  Rescue  League  in  New 
Bedford  have  many  kittens  available  for  adoption  at  this  time  of 
year.

Early  in  The  X-Files,  Agent  Fox  Mulder  (David  Duchovny)  is 
getting  drunk  in  a  bar  and  rambling  about  his  life  to  a  bartender. 
I'm  a  disgrace  to  my  superiors  and  an  embarrassment  to  my 
peers/'  he  mumbles.  "They  call  me  Spooky."  Nobody  will  call  this 
movie  "spooky,"  as  hotly-awaited  and  incessantly-hyped  as  it's 
been.  Indeed,  most  of  it  is  pedestrian  and  boring,  with  the  kind  of 
murky  script  and  uninspired  "suspense"  sequences  that  wouldn't 
have  been  enough  to  get  this  movie  made  if  it  didn't  come  with  the 
X-Files  label  on  it. 

The  truth  isn't  out  there,  it's  in  here  in  this  review:  The  movie 
is  a  dud.  Having  seen  perhaps  ten  episodes  of  the  TV  series  since 
its  1993  premiere,  I  went  into  the  movie  with  an  open  mind  — 
hoping  to  be  converted,  perhaps,  or  at  the  very  least  thrilled  or 
entertained.  But  the  movie,  written  by  series  creator/guru  Chris 
Carter  and  directed  by  series  veteran  Rob  Bowman,  displays  all  the 
insecurity  associated  with  the  conscious  birth  of  a  movie  franchise. 
Almost  twenty  years  ago,  Star  Trek:  The  Motion  Picture  suffered  the 
same  jitters.  It  couldn't  decide  whether  to  please  Trekkies  or 
convert  new  ones.  It  ended  up  failing  both  ways. 

The  X-Files  smells  like  another  such  failure.  If  Chris  Carter 
plans  to  drift  away  from  television  and  embark  on  a  movie  series, 
he  needs  better  scripts — preferably  written  by  someone  other  than 
himself  —  and  he  needs  to  give  the  whole  conspiracy  thing  a  rest. 
In  this  movie,  Mulder  and  Dana  Scully  (Gillian  Anderson)  seem  so 
helpless  in  the  face  of  this  far-reaching  conspiracy  (I  couldn't  begin 
to  tell  you  what  it's  about — something  to  do  with  aliens  and  "black 
oil")  that  they  ha  rdly  register  as  heroes.  Why  hasn't  the  government 
killed  these  two  by  now?  Well,  in  this  movie  they  do  so  little  that 
the  government  can  afford  to  let  them  live. 


The  charm  of  the  TV 
show  (at  least  in  the  better 
episodes  I've  seen)  is  its 
intimacy,  its  bringing 
weirdness  right  into  your 
living  room.  And  it  wasn't 
the  alien-conspiracy  story 
arc  that  won  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  X-philes,  it  was 
off-the-wall  episodes  like 
"Squeeze"  and  anything  written  by  Darin  Morgan  (who  should  be 
tapped  to  write  the  next  X-Files  movie,  if  there  is  one).  The  movie 
comes  on  strong  —  wide  screen,  big  boring  music  by  series 
composer  Mark  Snow  (trying  way  too  hard  to  be  John  Williams) — 
and  goes  out  of  its  way  to  convince  you  that  you're  not  watching 
a  glorified  two-hour  TV  episode.  But  that  is  exactly  what  you're 
watching. 

Any  synopsis  I  could  attempt  is  doomed  to  failure,  because 
(A)  I'm  not  supposed  to  give  away  the  plot  and  (B)  there  isn't  a  plot 
to  give  away.  I'm  sorry,  a  series  of  scenes  showing  shadowy 
figures  plotting  is  not  the  same  as  a  plot.  A  series  of  scenes  showing 
Mulder  and  Scully  in  a  variety  of  remote  locations  —  that  isn't  a 

Elot,  either.  So  what's  left?  Certainly  not  excitement  or,  God 
nows,  scariness.  I  was  never  worried  about  Mulder  or  Scully;  I 
know  Dave  and  Gillian  have  signed  on  for  another  season.  I  was 
more  worried  about  Martin  Landau,  as  an  informer  who  talks  to 
Mulder;  such  informers  have  as  much  life  expectancy  as  red- 
shirted  crew  members  on  Star  Trek. 

I'm  not  a  fan  of  the  show,  but  having  seen  some  of  the  better 
episodes,  I  can  understand  its  appeal.  At  its  best,  the  show  is  dark 
and  techno-gothic  and  witty.  Except  for  some  lame  jokes  (in  a  self- 
conscious  attempt  to  lighten  up  the  proceedings  for  newcomers), 
the  movie  features  no  wit  whatsoever.  It's  stuffed  plump  with  its 
own  major-motion-picture  importance,  but  it  feels  like  a 
substandard  TV  episode.  Chris  Carter  truly  has  become  the  Gene 
Roddenberry  of  the  '90's  —  he's  begun  to  take  his  creation  so 
seriously  that  he's  forgotten  the  goofiness  and  quirkiness  (and 
genuine  spookiness)  that  made  his  show  a  hit  in  the  first  place.  The 
X-Files:  Fight  the  Future  is  one  big,  vaguely  ominous  blur,  in  which 
nothing  really  seems  to  be  at  staKe  except  Chris  Carter's  future  as 
a  movie  creator  —  a  future  that  moviegoers  should  fight.

Unbaked  pastry  shell 

8  ounces  shrimp 

8  ounces  Swiss  cheese 

1/2  squash 

2  T  green  onions 

1  T  green  peppers 

legg 

1/2  cup  light  cream 

4  T  all-purpose  flour 

1/2  isp.  white  pepper 

1  tsp.  Cajun  seasoning 

Chop  the  green  pepper  and  green 
onion  finely.  Slice  the  squash  thinly. 
Grate  the  Swiss  cheese  finely  and  set 
aside.  Preheat  the  oven  to  350 
degrees.  Using  a  wire  whisk,  beat  the 
eggs  and  stir  in  the  Cajun  seasoning, 
white  pepper  and  flour.  Stir  in  the 
cream  and  continue  to  beat.  Gradually 
add  the  shrimp,  cheese,  squash,  green 
peppers  and  onion.  Fold  into  a  pie 
shell.  Switch  your  oven  to  bake  and 
cook  at  350  for  at  least  40  minutes.

TAX  RECORDS 

What  to  Keep  and  How  Long 


• 


Spring  Cleaning: 
How  long  should  records  be  kept? 

Just  how  long  you  should  keep  records  is  partly  a  matter  of  judgment  and  a  combina- 
tion of  state  and  federal  statutes  of  limitations.  Federal  returns  can  be  audited  for  up  to  three 
years  after  filing  (six  years  if  underreported  income  is  involved),  so  all  records  substantiating 
tax  deductions  should  be  kept  at  least  that  long. 

Here  are  recommended  retention  periods  for  various  records: 

Records Retention  Period 

Cancelled  checks 7  years 

Credit  card  receipts 7  years 

Paid  invoices 7  years 

Bank  deposit  slips 7  years 

Bank  statements 7  years 

Tax  returns  (uncomplicated) 7  years 

Tax  returns  (all  others) permanent 

Employment  tax  returns 7  years 

Expense  records 7  years 

Entertainment  records 7  years 

Financial  statements permanent 

Contracts permanent 

Minutes  of  meetings life  of  company  plus  7  years 

Corporate  stock  records permanent 

Employee  records period  of  employment  plus  7  years 

Depreciation  schedules life  of  assets  plus  7  years 

Real  estate  records permanent 

Journal  &  general  ledger life  of  business  plus  7  years 

Inventory  records 7  years 

Home  improvement  records ownership  period  plus  7  years 

Investment  records ownership  period  plus  7  years 

Requirements  for  computer-maintained  records  are  generally  the  same  as  for  manually- 
kept  records.  Make  a  list  of  your  records  and  documents;  then  establish  a  written  schedule  for 
disposing  of  those  you  need  not  keep  permanently.  If  you  have  any  questions  about  any 
records  or  record-keeping  requirements,  contact  our  office.
